The weekly death-rates in the individual towns averaged 13:5, and varied from 
20°1 in Kirkcaldy, and 20°0 in Falkirk, to 4°3 in Clydebank, and 7: 4 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw. Relatively bigh death- rates occurred in Paisley (16°5), in Ayr (16°53), 


in Aberdeen (16°4), and in Glasgow (16°3). In Edinburgh this rate was 14° 9, and 


in Dundee 9:7, 
Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 31, and are 5 more than in the previous week. These deaths 


~ equal an ‘annual death-rate from these causes of 0°7 per thousand. They include 
_ 1 from enteric fever, 12 from measles (all of which occurred in Glasgow), 3 from 
. scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 7 from diphtheria (5 of which occurred in 
72 Edinburgh), and 5 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the number in 
-- the previous week, deaths from measles and from whooping-cough are each 2 more, 
< and those-from enteric fever and from the diarrhoeas of childhood are each 1 more, 
but those from diphtheria number the same, and those from scarlet fever are 1 fewer. 


Deaths from influenza numbered 2, and are 4 fewer than in the previous week. 
Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 123, and equalled an annual death-rate 


- from these causes of 2°6 per thousand, This death- rate is the same as in the 


previous week, but is 1-4 below the average. 
Deatlis of children of less than one year old numbered 88, and those of persons 


‘ of sixty-five and upwards.265, The former are 5 more than in the previous 
~ week, and the latter are 33 more. 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 38, and are 2 fewer than in the 


* previous week. 


The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 38° ‘0, 
being 1°°4 below that for the previous week, and 0°5 below that for the corres- 


= ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 2°24 inches. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding weeks of the three preceding years. 
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
